My Hiſtory is too well known to 
the World, to enter into a Detail of 
it at preſent. Therefore will content 
myſelf to leave to Poſterity, few Ob- 
ſerves or Remarks that I have made, 
or rather were revealed unto me in 
my preſent Recluſe, and which will 
ſurely come to pals, after I am laid in 
my Grave. | | 

After the fatal Battle of C -d, 
when I as well as others, of my un- 
happy, tho' brave Countrymen, was 
to ſhun the Carnage intended againſt 
all Ranks and Degrees, without re- 
ſpect to either Age or Sex, obliged 
through the Caprice of Fortune, to 
abſent my own Houſe and Eſtate, 
and look out for Safey among the 
wild Inhabitants of the Foreſt. 
My Son Alexander, out of his filial 
Duty to his aged and decriped 
Father, gathered together a ſelect 
and truſty Number of my Friends

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to carry me about in a Litter. But 
finding no Place a ſafe Retreat for me 
on my on Eſtate, they propoſed to 
carry me to the Weſtern- Highlands, 
amongthe Camerons and Me Donalds 
who were then like to gather to a 
Body a ſecond Time. I cheerfully 
agreed to this Propoſal, and was ac- 
cordingly carried to Muidart, where 
a few of our ſcattered Troops were 
then aſſembled, among whom were 
ſome of the Chiefs, who agreed, to 
bring to the Field, a competent Num- 
ber of Men, either to die Sword 
in Hand, or oblige the Government 
to give them Terms. 

But moſt of the contracting Par- 
ties failing to bring their Quotas to 
the Rendezvous, it was thought pro- 
per to diſperſe, and that every one 
ſhould conſult his own Safety, as it 
ſhould ſeem beſt to him. I was the 
only Perſon at that Meeting, who

Heels, and tho' my Life was, by

mixt with Fog or Moſs —1I had no 
ſooner laid me down on this Moſſy 


Bed, than a pleaſant Slumber ſeal'd 


my Eyes, in which me thought, I 
was tranſlated in the twinkling of an 
Eye, into a Part reſembling that of 
St. James's, were two Champions! in 
their full Armour, were one on each 


Side the Mall. One of which (whole 
Name I learn'd, was Lanius) robuſt 


and corpulent, wascloathed in taw- 


dry Yellow, faced with Black, and his | 
Head ſhaven. The other (who wascal- 
led Paciferus) Tall and Genteel, was 
arrayed in light Sky-coloured Blue, 
trimed with Silver, a Lawrel Crown 
on his Head, and an Olive Branch in 
his left Hand. Theſe Champions had

no ſooner viewed each other, than it 
was proclaimed by found of Trum- 
pet, that the Friend of both ſhould 
range themſelves on their reſpective 
Sides: Upon this the unthinking 
Mob, all to a Man, ſeemed to declare 
for ker: as the * to carry his 
Point, but ſoon changed Sides, when 
they * Thouſands from different 
Quarters, advancing to aſſiſt Pacife- 
rus, lo that Lanius being deſerted 
by his Party, was obliged tofly for

1 looked over my Shoulder to ſee 
what became of Lanius, and behold 
there was a great Firein the Area, 
| of theadjacent Palace, which began 
| by this Time to make conſiderable

There was among the Spectators,

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a Man (whom the People called PeJzi-. 


ferus, the Father of Lanius) reſem- 


lingaKing,in his Regalias, mounted 
on a white Steed, with the Rains looſe 
over his Shoulder; He was much 
crowded with a confus'd and de- 


jected Retinue, which inceſſantly 


cryed aloud, O Peſtiferus, fave us 
and thyſelf from the Flames, for La- 
2ius. thy Son is no more. Theſe Words 
were no ſooner ſpoke, than ſome- 
thing was heard to make acrackling 
Notte in the Fire, upon which the 
Horle ftarted, and ran away with his 
Rider, tho' heavily, by reaſon of the 
Crowd that ſtuck faſt in his Main and 
Tail. — They were ſcarcely out of 
Sight, when the Fire abated of its 
own accord, and every thing ſeemed 
in the greateſt Order imaginable, un- 
der the Direction of Paciferus, I was 
much delighted with fo ſudden and 


agreeable a Change, but had the 
Mortification

that it was all a Dream. 

I roſe in the Morning, full of the 
Impreſſion of my laſt Night's Dream. 
And after I had Breakfaſted I retired 
(in order to amuſe myſelf, with Spe- 
culations ſuitable to the Times) into 
a Part of the Ifland, which by the 
Inſcriptions on Ge of the Stones, 
appeared to have been a Place of Wor- 
ſhip Time out of Memory.
